ACT ON ‘WOOD

The threat of serious financial insolvency caused by matters of which 
the committee had no knowledge forced NSW State League club 


Riverwood to disband. 


Legal advice has been ac- 
cepted from an expert or- 
ganisation and now the re- 
sponsibility is to maximise 
the club's only assets - the 
players. 

Therefore the club had 
no option but to cease 
operating and place their 

layers inthe hands of the 
New South Wales Soccer 
Federation. 

This action was taken for 
the sake of the players who 
have shown loyalty to the 
club in this difficult period, 
It is hoped that the NSW 
Federation can resolve this 
Matter to the satisfaction of 
all concerned 

The real options open to 
them seem to be to obtain 
the real value of the players 
by transferring them now 
or loaning them for the ba- 
lance of the season. 

Riverwood Soccer club 
took all necessary steps to 
run the club with a change 
of name and a move to a 
new district which was full 
of support but they were 
unable to get approval from 
the NSWSF. 


This decision by the Fed- 
eration led Liverpool 
Council to doubt the wis- 
dom of the move and they 
recently denied Riverwood 
the right to use Ernie Smith 
Reserve which is the home 
ground of the Southern 
District Soccer Associa- 


tion. 

SDSA demonstrated 
their support of Riverwood 
by turning up at the impor- 
tant Council meeting with 
representatives of more 
than 24 clubs. In the crucial 
decision, opposition came 
from only three clubs to 
their proposed move. 

Even though Riverwood 
realised there was opposi- 
tion to the move they had 
continued to implement 
their youth policy and the 
third grade team was made 
up almost entirely of Liver- 
pool players. 

The result is not much 
short of tragic when you 
consider that the district is 
crying out for top class 
Soccer. 

The code has taken a 
backward step through the 


selfishness of two clubs in 
the Liverpool area. 


Young players from the 
Liverpool area have been 
denied their best op- 
portunity to advance plus 
the real possibility for the 
code to gain a district club 
with the potential to be- 
come a force. 


Clubs that have already 
played Riverwood au- 
tomatically lose points 
gained from their encount- 
er. The position left in the 
league will not filled and 
any side scheduled to play 
Riverwood will be alloted a 
bye with no points being 
dded. 

So ends the short and 
successful reign of River- 
wood, previously called 
Arncliffe Scots. From their 
foundation in 1965 they 
have climbed from the In- 
ter-Urban 4th division to 
the Ist division in the State 
League which they reached 
in 1977. Last year they 
reached their pinnacle of 
success, coming equal first 
in the competition.
